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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/ Restriction 
Claims 1-20 are pending in this application. 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 3 5 U. S . C. 121: 

L Claims 1-16, drawn to a resist mask comprising an alignment mark, classified in 
class 257, subclass 797. 

Claims 17-20, drawn to a method of making and/or using an alignment mark, 
classified in class 438, subclass 401. 

2. Claims 1 and 12 link(s) inventions I and II. The restriction requirement between the 
linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), Claims 1 and 12. Upon 
the allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall 
be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including all the limitations of the 
allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the instant application. Applicant(s) 
are advised that if any such claim(s) depending from or including all the limitations of the 
allowable linking claim(s) is/are presented in a continuation or divisional application, the claims 
of the continuation or divisional application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a 
restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable.

Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions are 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). Inventions I and II are 
also related as product and process of use. The inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or 
both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the product as claimed can be 
practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a 
materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case 
unpatentability of Invention I would not necessarily imply unpatentability of Invention II, since 
the device of Invention I could be made by processes materially different from those of Invention 
II or the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. 
For example, the device of Invention I could be made without the claimed fabricating at least one 
permanent structure comprising a permanent aUgnment mark or measuring the relative position 
of the resist alignment mark and the permanent alignment mark. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
